TOLD BY HIS TEETH 


Teethmacks More Reliable in Crime 
Detection than Finger Prints 


The case of tho burglar who was 
recently identified in Paris by tho 
marks of his teeth in some frult he 
had bitten and left behind, led a Lon- 
don dentist to comment on the value 
of the teeth and palate for purposes 
of identification. It recalls, too, the 
researches of Dr. Paul Prague, of 
Vienna, who more than five-years ago 
declared that a long series of exper!- 
ments demonstrated that the palate 
hever changes from childhood to old 
age, and that identification by this 
means ig even more certain than by 
means of finger-prints. 

The gums and palate, said the dent- 
ist referred to, are an infallible test of 
identity. No matter how a person 
changes in facial expression and in 
general appearance, the gums and 
palate remain to assure him and oth- 
ers that his identity is the same. The 
sooner this fact is realized tho better 
for one can state no limit to its use- 
fulness, Here is a case that came 
directly under my own notice. 

A man of considerable wealth and 
of high social standing went on a tour 
to Africa. He disappeared, and 
though every effort was mace to trace 
him he could not be found. Mean- 
while difficulties arose concerning the 
disposition of his property. There 
was no evidence of his death, ard pre- 
sumption of death was refused by the 
court. Reports arrived later to the 
effect that he had been murdered by 
natives and it was stated tlL..: his body 
had been buried in an African village. 
As it happened, I had made the man 
a sot of teeth and still retained the 
cast of the mouth, The man’s bro- 
ther went out, returned with the skull | 
and I found that the cast I had taken 
fitted the mouth of the dead man.

Real Examples of Dual Personality 

Are there In actual existence cases 
of Dr. Jekyll and Mr, Hyde? A 
remarkable article in the current num 
ber of the Practitioner by Sir George 
Savage, lecturer on mental \iseases at 
Guy's Hospital, London, seems to in- 
dicate that phenomena of dual person- 
ality approaching very nearly Steven- 
son's famous phantasy are occasiona’- 
ly discovered by those whose studies 
bring them in contact with the mys- 
teries of the abnormal human mind. 

The article 1s entitled ‘Automatism,’ 
which the writer defines broadly as 
the condition in which complicated 
mental processes give rise to compll- 
cated reactions to the surroundings 
which are not recollected in the ordin- 
ary waking and normal state. 

Sir George divides his cases of more 
serious automatism into three groups, 
In the first there is no epilepsy; in 
the second fits are followed by auto- 
matic acts, und in the third replaced 
by them, He gives two terrible iu- 
Stances of the first two groups. In 
one a man killed his wife; in the other 
a mother wounded her child with a 
knife, Both man and woman were 
unconscious of what they were doling. 

In the third group, continues the 
writer, we find cases like that of a 
certain country squiro of middle age, 
of healthy, active habits, with no 
hereditary history of any neuritis, who 
came to London to consult his solicitor 
on a certain Tuesday morning. The 
lawyer asked him to call again at 
three o'clock, He did not return, 
but finding himself near his lawyer's 
office some days later about half past 
three, he went there, believing the day 
still Tuesday, and that he was only 
half an hour late as a result of his 
watch having stopped. He could not 
believe that the hour was half:past 
three and the day Friday. He then 
recognized that he had not shaved, but 
he seemed t» have washed, dressed 
and eaten regularly.

All 
members of cow testing associations 
should co-operate in the purchase of 
good pure bred sires, changing them 
round after two years in one section, 
and prove thereby the immense value 
of herecity in their own herds.

ONTARIO WOOD SUPPLIES 


Light Thrown on Forest and Trade 
Conditiong by New Government 
Bulletin 


Over 1200 wood-using Industries In 
Ontarlo contributed the data for a bul- 
letin on this industry now being is 
Sued by the Forestry Branch, Ottawa. 
Thirty four different kinds of wood 
are being used by these Industries 
and the detailed information regard- 
Ing the various uses to which such 
woods are put, should be of consider 
able value not only to the manufact- 
urer by showing new means of waste 
disposal, but also to the house holder 
by Indicating what native woods are 
best fitted to replace the more expen- 
sive imported stock, for interior de 
coration, furniture and flooring. 

The bulletin also shows incidental- 
ly the increasing poverty of Ontarlo 
with regard to the more valuable work 
woods, Almost half of the thirty- 
four kinds of wood used are obtained 
principally from outside sources and 
three and one half million dollars are 
annually sent out of the province for 
{mported wood stock, The imported 
oak alone costs one million six hun- 
dred thousand dollars annually, for 
this tree has become commercially 
extinct in Ontario while the hickory 
and chestnut groves of southern On- 
tarlo have also, almost entirely dis 
appeared, Even good clear white 
pine Is becoming hard to obtain and 
{ts market value is steadily rising for 
it represents twenty one per cent 
of the total wood consumption in On- 
tario for industrial purposes. 

Of more interest to the small con- 
Sumer of wood-products are the side 
lights the bulletin throws on the pos- 
sibility of substituting cheap home 
grown woods for the expensive for- 
eign specles now used so extensively. 
Recent tests made of thelr physical 
properties have demonstrated the sult- 
ability for certain purposes of many 
native species, hitherto despised by'! 
tho dealers. For hardwood flooring | 
in place of the oak and maple now 
in general use, may be substituted the 
home grown birch and beech which | 
take a high polish and have the ad-| 
vantage of being considerably cheap- | 
er. Likewise for interlor finishing, | 
the expensive oak can be very closely 
imitated by stained black ash and 
stained birch is almost indistinguish- 
able from mahogany, while stained 
red gum requires an expert to dis- 
tinguish {t from the costly Circassian 
walnut. The now expensive white 
pine ts being replaced, where durabil- 
{ty is not a requisite, by the cheaper 
spruce, basswood and elm. Poplar 
and balsam fir are two of the most 
common trees in Ontario’ and that 
they have wider uses is evident from 
the fact that poplar is highly valued 
for h.rdwood flooring in Manitoba 
while balsam fir is perhaps the most 
widely used native species dn the 
Maritime provinces. 

The bulletin also indicates the ex- 
istence of a market in Ontarlo for 
sumac, apple and cherry logs. The 
lumber cut from them being worth 
$30, $46.50, aad $44.50 per thousand 
feet board measure respectively. The 
rorestry Brancn has already been Im: 
strumental in vecuring sales of the 
“wood of worn out apple orchards and 
{s desirous of further ‘serving the ptb- 
lic along these lines. The bulletin 
on The Wood-using Industries of On- 
tarlo can be had gratis from the For- 
estry Branch, Department of the In- 
terlor, Ottawa. A _ similar report 
dealing with the Maritime Provinces 
will appear shortly.

The first astronomer to satisfact- 
orily demonstrate the speed of light 
was Ole Roemer, a Scandinavian scl- 
entist, who read his immortal paper 
on this subject before the Academy at 
Paris 238 years ago. Roemer's cal- 
culations cnd conclusions have stood 
the test of time and stibsequent in- 
vestigations on all important points. 
Knowledge as to the velocity of light 
was of tremendous importance to as- 
tronomical science, since it enabled 
astronomers to accurately - estimate 
the enormous distances with which 
their science deals.

ANCIENT SKYSCRAPERS. 
Roman Houses ‘Vere Tall and Flimey, 
the Streets Narrow Lanes. 


| The tenement house is no new thing. 


Bo great was the number of such | 


, houses and so badly were they put up 
in ancient Rome that in 60 A. D. the 
, Emperor Otho, who was then marching 
against Vitellius, found lis way barred 
for twenty miles by the ruins of bulld. 
ings that bad been undermined by an 
| inundation. The spontaneous collapse 
of tenement houses was so comnron an 
occurrence that little ‘atteution was 
' paid to it. 
| The tenants of these houses have 
been described by a writer of the time 
as fearing to be buried or burned 
alive, Companies existed for the pur- 
pose of propping and sustaining 
‘houses, 
In comparison with the tenements of 
most modern cities. those of Rome 
| were excessively high. Martial alludes 
to a poor man, a neighbor, who had to 

‘mount 200 steps to reach his garret, 

‘That garret must bave been perched 
nearly 100 feet above tue level of the 
street. 

It is possible that Martial exaggerat- 
ed, but it is certain that Augustus, to 
make less frequent the occurrence of 
Misasters, limited the height of new 
| houses that opened upon the streets to 
about sixty-eight feet. As this was a 
remedial regulation and referred only 
| to new houses fronting on the street, 


| {t follows that some houses must have 
exceeded that height. 

This, moreover, was trrespective of 
the breadth of the street. In Berlin the 
medium width of the streets is twenty- 
two meters, and In Paris the narrow- 
est streets are nearly eight meters 
‘ wide, while the streets of Rome ex- 
tended only five or six meters, and on 
these narrow streets the tall houses 
| were built. Lighk and air must have 
| had some difficulty in penetrating those 

narrow, walled in passages.

Cherry Shortcake. 

For cherry shorteake make a soft 
dough by mixing together two cupfuls 
of four sifted with a heaping teaspoon. 
ful of baking powder, a teaspoonful of 
ailt and half a cupful of shortening, 
which may be half each of butter and 


lard or bacon fat. 
fuls of sugar 


Add two tablespoon 
and mix with a well 
beaten egg. Add enou,' milk to make 
the dough of the right consistency. 
Roll out in two layers and bake in the 
same pan with flecks of butter be 
tween. 

When baked the two layers will sep 
arate easily. The cherry filling should 
be in readiness to spread between the 
shorteake and on top. Large ripo 
cherries are pitted and crushed slightly 
in a bow! with sugar. Taste the juice 
to tell if it is sweet enough. Vrepare 
the cherries some time abead and you 
will Gnd them much nicer. Serve with 
or without whipped cream. 


Frozen Fruits. 

Combination of frnit favors will 
often bring about cooling and delicious 
results, Veachbes and plums combine 
perfecely and frozen {np a sugar sirup 
yield a most delightful sweet. Boil 
one guart of water witb one pound of 
sugar until they form a rich sirup, 
then strain and stand aside until cold. 
Pare twelve fine ripe peaches and 
chop fine with a silver knife. Seald 
ove pint of plums, remove the skins 
and the stones, mash the pulp and add 
to the peaches. Crack the pits to re 
move the kernels, blanch and pound. 
Add the fruit and the mashed kernels 
to the sirnp. Let it stand for thirty 
minutes and then freeze. 

Blackberry Jam Cake. 

Nub toa cream balf a cupful of but- 
ter and then gradually add one cupful 
of sugar, the beaten yolks of three 
eggs and the whites of two, reserving 
the third white for frosting. ‘Take halt 
a cupful of thin cream or milk, a level 
teaspoonful each of cinnamen, allspice 
and two scant cupfuls of flour, and 
last of all stir in one cupful of black- 
berry jam or preserves. Bake in mod. 
erntely Lot oven for about three-quar- 
ters of an hour, This makes a nice 
pudding if eaten as soon as baked and 
a currant jelly or Jemou sauce is serv- 
ed with it.
